The Development Commissioner will 
report the norms on raw materials and consumables required for generation 
of a unit ofpower for consideration and approval by the Board ofApproval 

(ii) | No duty shall be required to be paid on sale of surplus power from an EOU/ 
EPZ/ SEZ unit to another EOU/ EPZ? SEZ units. Development Commissioner 
of EPZ/ SEZ concerned would be informed in writing of such supply and 
proper account of the consumption of raw material would be maintained by 
the supplying unit. The value of imported inputs and consumables shall be 
taken into account for NFEP/ NFE calculations of the supplying unit.

(iii) The unit will obtain permission of the Assistant Commissioner of Customs/ 
Central Excise for sale of surplus power in the DTA, after obtaining 
permission from the SEBs under the relevant statute. Duty on sale of power to 
the DTA shall be as per the Notification of the Department of Revenue in this 
regard. 

(iv) Due care shall be taken by the Development Commissioner / Board of 
Approval while a p proving the power plants by EOU/ EPZ/ SEZ units vis a vis 
their actual requirement.
